BAI/TZMOBE, Md., Aug. 20V—^The Mis- 
souri synod of the German Lutheran 
church, discussing this question: "How 
far and under what conditions do we 
allow woman to teach ?" have decided 
that women must not be allowed to 
teach in the church at aU, following the 
injunction in St. Paul's letter to the 
Corinthians forbidding women to even 
speak in the congregation. 


The synod also declares that a con- 
gregation may discharfi^ their pastor or 
parochial school teacher, only if they 
are impious or neglect duty. 


With regard to public schools they 
make it plain that they have no wish to 
be mixed up with other bodies in oppos- 
ing the schools. 
The public schools, 
say the Lutherans, are excellent and 
they are willing to pay their share for 
their support, but prefer to teach their 
parochial schools. 


ABRKSTED AS SPISS. 


TJbe Experience' of Two Americans 
Wltlt Oermany's OAcials. 


iNDiANAPOiiis, Ind., Aug. 20.—E. G. 
Hill, widely known among florists and 
presidbnt of the National Floral associa- 
tion, has just returned to Bichmond, 
Ind., his home, from a trip to Europe, 
and reports that while enroutefrom Bel- 
fort to Bostile, in company with Bobert 
George, of Painesville, Ohio, the train 
was stopped at the neutral line between 
France and Alsace-Lorraine and he and 
his companion were arrested as spies. 


They and their baggage were search- 
ed, their passports disregarded and they 
were not allowed to cross the line. 


Mr. Hill says the German officers 
were obstinate and brutal in their treat- 
ment oi him, but the French were con- 
siderate and cried "Vive L' Amérique," 
when told the native land of the trav- 
elers. 


They were denied the privilege of 
continuing their journey although there 
was nothing whatever to support the 
suspicion against them, and they were 
compelled to hire a French peasant to 
take them back to Belfast. 
Their treat- 
ment win be reported to the state de- 
partment.

THE CENTIilVRE ACOUDENT. 


Dr. Oreenawalt Oives tbe Extent of 
Injuries Sustained by tbe 
Unfortunate men. 


Of the accident at the Centlivre brew- 
ery yesterday in which six men were 
buried beneath a brick wall, which fell, 
Pr. Greenawalt reports the following 
conditions after seeing his patients to- 
day. 


Martin Thomas has two fractured ribs, 
but it is thought no internal trouble will 
arise to prevent recovery. 


Lawrence Oferla has both lower limbs 
fractured and the muscles are badly lac- 
erated. 


Both of the above are at the St. Joe 
hospital. 


Charles Buhl sustained a bad gash in 
his chin and bruises to his head. 


John Gleason, who it was feared was 
injured internally, suffers with pain in 
his chest but will recover. 


Bernard Mathy suffered bad contu- 
sions to his head and hip. 


John Kintz has contusions but is 
able to sit up. 


The latter four are at their homes. 
They all live on Spy Run avenue.

Conrad Hoenig, an old man, who had 
no fixed home, called at a late hour last 
night on Michael Wolf, who Kves across 
the Nickel Plate track, in the vicinity of 
the Fort Wayne Furniture works. 


Hoenig was given lodging and he went 
to bed.

ROME, Aug. 20.—Last evening, while 
thePifusza Colona was crowded with 
people listening to the strains of a band 
of music, a spherical bomb, ten cmiti- 
metres in diameter, was thrown from 
the rear of the chamber of deputies and 
fell directly in front of the musicians. 
The bomb exploded with a terrific re- 
port and the people, panic stricken, fled 
in all directions. 


Six of the musicians, a gendarme and 
a child were seriously injured by the 
bomb and many persons were bruised 
in their efforts to get away. 
Fortunate- 
ly the gendarmes were successful in 
queUing the panic, or many persons 
might have been trampled to death.

BIOWI FIFTY FEET! 


Tbrouirb a Brick Wall by a Boiler 
Explosion is tbe Terrible Fate 
of Andrew Evans. 


PiTTSBUBO, Pa., Aug. 20.—At 12:40 
o'clock, this afternoon, a boiler in Gang- 
witch's brewery, comer of Junietta and 
Magnolia streets, Allegheny City, ex- 
ploded with terrible 
force. 
Andrew 
Evans, who was making repairs in the 
boiler at the time, was blown fifty feet 
through the brick wall of the building 
on the railroad track outside, and was 
instantly killed. 


A Swede, named Johnson, had both 
arms and legs broken and is probably 
fatally injured. Miss Lizzie Black, a 
domestic standing in an adjoining yard, 
had her back broken, and was otherwise 
terribly bruised by flying debris. The 
brewery building is almost a total 
wreck. Several employes were more or 
less seriously hurt.

They may be able to have gas here in 
time for cold weather. 
Wo hope so.

PRISON PlCTITItCS. 


SvceeMfnl Sjatom off Prlaon Reff<nrMi 
i n OpeimtloB In th« Blorttion» 
I n d t e n ñ Priaon. 


The Northern Indiana prison, located 


at Michigan City, has given a rough 
practical test of a new: system for the 
education of criminals, says a corres- 
pondent of the Lafayette JmrncUf in 
writing to that paper. 
So satisfactory 
is the result that the directors and war- 
den have concluded to increase the facil- 
ities for learning, and there is evexy 
likelihood that the fundamental princi- 
pals of this prison will soon undergo a 
radical change. The sole purpose of 
state prisons has hitherto been to pre- 
vent crime by subjecting criminals to se- 
vere punishment, and thereby creating 
in them an obedience bom of fear. The 
tendency of this cour^ has been to de- 
grade men and harden them in their 
sins. The educational system develops 
their minds and enables them to see the 
folly of their ways. Many a poor, ig- 
norant fellow has found his way into the 
penitentiary who does not reaUy possess 
a wicked nature. Poverty follows his 
ignorance; crime results naturally from 
ignorance and poverty. 


Several years ago the old system of 
church services and Sunday schools were 
in vogue. Some kindly disposed ladies 
of the city churches volunteered to do 
missionary work in the prison. The 
convicts took but little interest in the 
bible studies, cAning but once a week, 
and gradually the ladies themselves 
dropped out. The usual Sunday school 
hour was taken in charge by the chap- 
lain, who, assisted by convicts, devoted 
the time to teaching the men the mdi- 
ments of learning. Some who had not 
before known the alphabet learned to 
read. The keenest desire was manifest- 
ed and a desire expressed to go further 
in the way of acquiring knowledge. 
The men who thus learned became the 
best convicts and the most serviceable 
workmen. 


This led to the establishment of a 
school at the suggestion of' Warden 
Murdock, and, there being a surplus of 
funds on hand, a well equipped school 
room was founded, with P. W. DriscoU, 
bookkeeper for one of the contract com- 
panies and an ex-school teacher, as in- 
stmctor. One of the things ascertained 
when a man was registered was whether 
he could read or write. From the list 
of those who could not as many were 
selected as could be accommodated. 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday nights, 
from 6 to 8 o'clock, were fixed for school 
sessions. No difficulty was experienced 
in securing a sufficient number of pu- 
pils. That was forty-four weeks ago. 
Not a man has voluntarily terminated 
the course, except those whose sentences 
have expired. 
One or two have been 
expelled for misconduct. 
Their places 
have been quickly filled. All classes of 
men accept the privilege. 


The correspendent was given per- 
mission to go about the school room 
Monday evening and talk with whom he 
chose. Not a single man was found 
who was not delighted with the school 
work. To deprive them of the privi- 
lege of attending would be equal to giv- 
ing them another sentence. The teacher 
once caught one ungrateful fellow steal- 
ing a handkerchief 
from another's 
pocket. 
He was expeUed from the 
school. 
A guard |was sent for and he 
was sent to his cell. As he went out he 
cried like a child. One man was solv- 
ing all the problems he could find that 
dealt with dollars and cents. "How are 
times on the outside ?" he asked. He 
wanted to know the condition of the 
labor world and how money matters 
were generally. He was surely a bom 
financier and only needed the oppor- 
tunity and encouragement to make 
plenty of money. 


One life time man came up about 
seven years ago. 
Since his incarcera- 
tion he has lost an arm by an accident 
with a planing machine. 
When he en- 
tered the prison he did not know the 
alphabet. 
He now reads and writes. 
He looks forward he says to some hap- 
piness, although he may never see be- 
yond the high prison wall. 
A bright 
young man, whose mind, like a budding 
flower, was opening out to the beauties 
of knowledge, thought of his fellow con- 
victs and wished something could be done 
for all of them. 
He pictured the ad- 
vantage that would result if, instead of 
shops for monotonous toil, trade schools 
coidd be introduced and the men taught 
abusiness that would help them on when 
sent out into the world. 


Arrangements have been made to en- 
large the school room and increase the 
facilities. 
The experiment, after al- 
most a year's test, is declared success- 
ful and is heartily endorsed by all who 
make a study of prisons and prison man- 
agement.

at Michigan City, has given a rough 
practical tost of a new system for the 
education of criminals, sayua corres- 
pondent of the Lafayette Jvttnutl, in 
writing to that paper. 
So satisfactory 


is the result that the directors and war- 
den have concluded to increase the facil- 
ities for learning, and there is every 
likelihood that the fundamental princi- 
pals of this prison will soon undergo a 
radical change. The sole purpose of 
state prisons has hitherto been to pre- 
vent crime by subjecting criminals to se- 
vere punishment, and thereby creating 
in them tin obedience born of fear. The 
endeuoy of this coarse has been to de- 
[rade men and harden them in their 
ins. The educational system develops 
heir minda and enables them to aec the 
oily of their ways. Many a poor, ig- 
norant fellow has found his way into the 
penitentiary who does not really possess 


t wicked nature. Poverty follows his 
gnorance; crime results naturally from 
gnorance and poverty.
